Free Passage Is Granted to Allied Warships Into 
Black Sea, Establishing Communication of Al­ 
lies with Roumania and Russia—Entire Turkish 


Arm y in Messopotamia Captured — Austrian 
Commander Has Asked Italians for Armistice. 


Att armistice between the Allied powers and Turkey became 
effective yesterday at noon. The terms of the armistice called for 
the surrender of Dardanelles and Bosphorus forts and the free 
passage of Allied warships into I ho Black Sea, thus establishing 
communication between the western powers and Roumania and 
Russia. 
AU British prisoners are to be repatriated. 


The armistice did not come in time, however, to prevent the 
I capture by the British of the entire Turkish army operating on 
; the Tigris river in Messopotamia. 


Within the last two months the Turkish power in Palestine 
land Messopotamia has been crushed by the British and native 
I forces operating: with them. 
As a result of these victories and the 
(collapse of Bulgaria, tile capitulation of Turkey has been considb 
j ered certain for weeks. 
Hence, her unconditional surrender yes* 
| terday came as no very great surprise to the world. 


Turkey's withdrawal leaves Austria and O rm a n y alone to 
! fight a losing battle with the Allies, and the .surrender of A ustria 
j seems to be only a m atter of hours. 
The commander of the Aus* 
trian armies has already, in filet, applied to General Diaz, com­ 
mander o f the Allied armies in Italy, for an armistice, which has 
been transmitted to the Supreme War Council at Versailles, ac­ 
ed) ding to late dispatches from Europe. 


It is reported that the Supreme War Council has formulated 
tho terms of an armistice wtih Germany and that they have been 
received in Berlin. These conditions, however, have not been made 
known to the world.

A general peace seems to be imminent. 
War critics believe 
that ii Germany cloes not now accede to the demands made by th e 
Allies, she will soon la* brought to terms. The withdrawal of AUS- 
t ria will leave Germany’s southern frontiers, which are unforti­ 
fied, open to invasion of the armies in Italy, 
ll is certain th at aft! 
cannot long withstand the attacks of her enemies, unaided.
